We no longer 
pick bayherrles 
for 


company 
candles 
for the winter time. 


Except n few romantic souls who gath- 
er berries enough to mnke a candle or 
two for old memories, 
a few faddists 


who want to try to make bayberry can- 
dles by some discovery or other In n 
magazine 
and some stanch old New 


Engenders 
who love to get out inthe 


pastures on a crisp fall day—these are 
all who gather the bayberrles now. 
Left to themselves, 
tho clumps 
of 


bushes 
have spread out and In some 


cases overrun whole pastures. Insome 
parts of Connecticut the bushes 
have 


grown very tall. 
In Branford, on tho coast, there are 


almost bnyberry trees, as many enn bo 
found growing along tho highways 
ten 


feet tall and some even taller. 
These 


bayberrles must be very old. 
You can- 


not help wondering how many crops 
have been 
picked off them in years 


past. ' 
' 


As early as 1717 the town recorda 


show that tho gathering of bayberrles 
on the highways and common was for- 
bidden before 
Sept. 15. 
A fine of 10 


shillings 
for each 
violation was 
the 


penalty. It appears that the wax from 
the berries 
was used In making 
a 


blacking and a salve and that bayberry 
wax continued an article of trade In 
Branford down to the last fiftyyears. 


Human nature being about the same 


one 
century 
to 
another, 
there 
was 


probably in 1717 a great complaining 
of people who picked the berries "be- 
fore they were half ripe" or "got up 
mornings 
before anybody 
else bad a 


chance;" 
hence the regulation and the 


fine. 


But what a breathless, hurried bay- 


berry picking it must have .been 
the 


morning of Sept

A great howl has gone up from the side of the prosecu- 


tion-, against the appellate court for this decision. 
Thepress 


has largely joined the chorus, also the trial judge-Dunne- 
has had his fling at the judges whose names are appended 
to 


the decision. 
His published criticisms come with bad 
taste 


and show him to be anything 
but the fair-minded 
man 
a 


judge is supposed 
to be. 
Anumber of attorneys, 
no doubt 


moved to get in on the popular side as 
they think, take 
a 


shot at the appellate court, and a few pulpiteers 
have shaped 


their gospel 
talks* in the same 
direction. 
But the 
sober 


judgment^ of the thoughtful 
men caunot do otherwise than 


uphold the position of the appellate 
court, 
Indeed, the logic 


of the decision is convincing 
to an unbiased 
mind. • The 


court of appeal has been instituted for the very purpose 
of 


safeguarding 
the rights of the defendant. 
Itis. their business 


to interpret the law as 
they find it. No doubt Ruef and 


Schmitz committed a moral wrong inbleeding the restaurant 
men as they did, but ifthe law does not brand their conduct 
as a crime, the higher judges would have been untrue to their 
oath had they failed to set aside the verdicts. 
Few willpre- 


tend 
tc uphold Ruef 
or Schmitz in their nefarious work. 


They are criminals in spirit, and there ought to be, ifthere 
is 
not, a 
law 
to 
reach 
such 
methods, 
by a fair and 


impartial trial. 
That [Schmitz was not accorded such a trial 


is evident from the decision of the appellate 
court, and this 


fact alone, regardless 
of the merits of the case otherwise, will 


incline public opinion to support the judgment of reversal. 


The course of the graft prosecution 
throughout 
has 
been 


marked by the grossest folly, and that is putting it mildly. 
People who have no sympathy with any of the group of evil- 
doers, and would like to see 
every guilty one punished ac- 


cording to his deserts, are getting weary of the whole wretch- 
ed business. 
They 
begin 
to fear that the precedents 
laid 


down by the prosecution 
are as much a menace 
to good gov- 


ernment as the reign of graft itself. The acceptance of finan- 
cial aid from private sources, 
thereby creating a sort of part- 


nership between the government 
and private individuals, the 


immunity contracts granted 
to confessedly bribed pnblic ser- 


vants, withthe privilege of keeping their ill-gotten wealth on 
condition that they aid the prosecution inits efforts to land 
injailothers against whom the officials, or their financial 
backers, seem to have an especial grudge, 
are not examples 


of civic righteousness 
that command 
approval 
of citizens 


generally. 
They have the earmarks 
of a prostitution of the 


machinery of justice, which Heney and Langdou cannot erase 
from the public mind. Itis an application of the doctrine 
ofdoiug' evil to accomplish good that should 
never be toler- 


ated anywhere, much less by trusted servants of the people. 


The appellate 
court has nullified the Schraitz and Ruef 


judgments, convicted of extortion in the French 
restaurant 


cases, and orders 
the trial court to sustain the demurrer 
to 


the indictment. 
This means, not a new trial of these cases, 


but the dismissal ofall the extortion indictments against the 
accused —five against each defendant. 
While the decision of 


the court cites a long list of errors 
on the part of the trial 


court which were sufficiently prejudicial to the defendants 
to 


nave warranted a reversal and order 
for new trials, the fatal 


defect is held to be that the indictments 
did not charge |the 


crime ofextortion within the meaning of the 
statue. 
What 


Ruef and Schmitz did, or rather are charged 
with doing, in 


accepting money inthe cases cited, did not constitute 
extor- 


tion as defined by the penal code. 
Schmitz was convicted by 


a trialjury,mainly on the testimony of his confessed partner 
Ruef. .Ruef pleaded guilty en an alleged promise of immu- 
nity. And yet his admission ofguilt, as wellas 
the verdict 


of the juryinthe Schmitz case, is nullifiedby the decision of 
higher court. Itis a solar plexus blow for the graft prose- 
cution. Practically it says, ifthe doings ofRuef and Schmitz 
really amounted 
to extortion, the prosecuting 
officers were 


not sufficiently posted inthe law to frame indictments that 
would stick. 


The speech of ex-governor Black of New York, a portion 


of which is published in another column^under 
the heading 
"A Good Talk," is worth pondering over, as showing 
the 


dangerous 
tendencies of the times.

Hue cess honestly ac­ 
quired was an example for emulation. 
Competition was regarded as higher 
than e"vy. Itiliuence dopeii.-lcd upon 
nbility to elevate aud advance, and 
not upon the power to destroy. 
The 
opinions of oYie who bad accumulated 
a fortune and Indulged in no self­ 
praise were held higher than those of 
oue who bad never accumulated any 
thing and exalted his im bue into a 
virtue. This order, it it has not been 
reversed, is in danger ot reversal. 
Ambition is giving way to discontent. 
The onergy necessary to succoss is 
often expended in criticism of those 
who have already succeeded. 
Thu 
policy now seems to be not to acquire 
for oneself, but to denounce the limn 
who has. 
The degree ot success 
measures the tiow of denunciation. 
A man’s iDllueuce depends too much 
upon the harm he can do. 
No oue 
expects the citizen, dBily engrossed 
iu building, enlarging, accumulating, 
has either the time or inclination to 
destruy. 
He seems, therefore, to re­ 
ceive little consideration except us a 
text, while the discontented aud un­ 
ruly, who sees more for himself in a 
distribution of the earnings of others 
thun iu the slow process of earning 
for himself, is the active and burn 
ing figure of today. 
Where is the 
end, uud what will it be? 
In a time 
of such success and plenty as the 
world has never seeu its example iu 
all the ages of the world the spirit of 
unrest now stalks abroad, aud is any 
mau so dense he does not know un­ 
rest to be the seed ot revolution It 
uo longer haunts tbe alleys or speaks 
iu whispers, but it bolds tbe centers 
of the crowded thoroughfares. 
It 
Haunts itself in public ways and 
places, and checks, intimidates aud 
threatens. It controls as seldom be­ 
fore except through revolution. 
It 
has Dot hunger to invite nor wrong 
to inflame it. It revels in coinlorts 
which uro haidly less than luxurious. 
The advantages of this inventive and 
powerful age are within its grasp. 
All those blessings which are thought 
tu bring peace, and contentment are 
at band. Yet never before, in our 
country at least, was there a plainer 
drift to make idleness a profitable 
employment, discontent a badge of 
distinction and demagogy a sign of 
light. The public is headed down 
the road and the new typo of public 
official strives only to place himself 
at the head of the crowd.. 
His cry 
is not justice bnt popularity, not 
tair play but power. He acts not to 
command respect but to draw the 
crowd. 
There is ouiy one test of 
right aud wrong for him, viz: 
What 
does the majority want? 
No matter 
whut may come to-morrow it he can 
be cheered to-day 
The ideas now 
most popular are also most danger­ 
ous. J he clamor is for [the limita­ 
tion of fortunes, forgetting that that 
also means the lim itation of¡industry; 
for the curtailment of the power of 
the courts, forgetting that that means 
deutb to the freedom of the iu 
dividual; for the equality of men by 
arbitrary rule, forgetting that this 
menus to clog tbe industries and help 
the lazy. The spirit now abroad if 
givon rein would make tbe iucompe 
tent equal by law to the skilled, the 
dissolute equal to the sober, tbe 
cheat aud the shirk equal to the 
houest man. The people wheu they 
try can raze everything to tbe ground. 
They may unmake or remake their 
constitution. They may,it they like, 
abolish their courts and legislatures 
and take the reins of government 
directly in their own hands. This 
mouus revolution, but ure there uo 
precedents for revolution? 
is there 
any {ropliet abroad in these days who 
dure say how far the people would go 
iu their present toiupei? 
Would the 
majority 
vote 
to 
limit private 
fortunes? Would they vote to redis­ 
tribute private estates which were 
large euuugh to tem pt the cupidity?”

TVhen .lc(Torson Davis was secretary 
of war be ordered all Ills gañera!* ta 
leimi to ride horse back. No finer liorsa- 
man than Jefferson Davis ever lived. 
He won tbe love and band of Znch 
Taylor’s daughter by Ills distinguished 
presence in the saddle, as well its by 
his Intrepidity at the cannon's mouth. 
When secretary of war he noticed that 
only a few officers In (lie service wore 
capable horsemen and Issued an order 
something like tills: 
“A liberal reward will bo paid to nny 
officer or private In the army who will 
offer n satisfactory device for keeping 
oni' soldiers from falling out of tbelr 
snddlcs. Communications to the secre­ 
tary of war will be rcgnrded as confi­ 
dential.” 
Captain George Horatio Derby, one 
of the lending army engineers ot his 
day. used to write humorous and'witty 
stories over the pen name of John 
Phoenix. Ho received a copy of Sec­ 
retary Davis’ order while Improving 
the Imrbor of San Diego, Cab. and im­ 
mediately forwarded the most intri­ 
cate and accurate designs of his plan 
for Keeping offleers and men in the 
saddle. To the sent of each officer’s 
“pants” he attached a bull ring, and 
another bull ring was attached 
the 
saddle. The two bull rings were tO' be 
lashed together when the officer mount­ 
ed Ills steed.

In the early part of the nineteenth 
century Vnuxhnll was the resort of 
many respectable persons, especially 
of those who came up from, the- coun­ 
try to see London sights.

evening they were seated at Vauxhall 
in a conspicuous position to watch the 
fireworks. It was not* long before the 
old fashioned, countrified pair attract­ 
ed the atteutton of the gang, who as­ 
sailed them with every kind of coarse 
raillery and insult, all of which they 
bore very meekly. 
At length one of the persecutors, 
growing bolder by Impunity, stepped 
up to the dean and squirted an orange 
Into his eye. On tills the dean, rising, 
said In a meek, quiet tone. “Really, 
gentlemen. I have borne a great deal, 
but I must put a stop to this.” With 
that his hat went one way and his 
coat another, and. followed by his 
“wife,” he sprang Into the middle of 
the party, hitting out In all directions. 
Filled with astonishment and terror, 
some fled aud some tried to sho^ 
fight, but tbe handling they got from 
tbe prize fighters was too severe for 
the fracas to last long.

that, a moderate su p p ly 
can 
be ob­ 
tained in tbis way. 


Herbarium sheets a lre ad y collect­ 
ed show 1109 species of trees in the 
P hilippine Islands, and it is expected 
th a t this number will be increased to 
ItiOU or 1800. 
The tim b e r land is 
governm ent property, in care of the 
Bureau of Forestry.

An Ordinance Imposing a 
License Tax upon all Dogs 
Owned, Harbored or Found 
within the corporate limits 
of the City of Jackson dur­ 
ing the year 1908, and pro­ 
viding for the Collection 
of the same. 


Th« Hoard of Trustees of the city 
of Jnoksun do ordain He follows: 
Unction 1. A license tax is hereby 
imposed for the year I1IUH upon all 
doga owned, harbored or found with­ 
in the corporate lim its ot the city of 
Jackson, as follows: 
Upon every male d og two dolinrH 
for the year ending December 31, 
1908. 
Upon every female dog. four dollars 
for the year ending 
December 31. 
1SI08. 
• 
¡Section 2. livery person who owns, 
•harbors or maintaiuH within the cor­ 
porate limits of the city of Jackson, 
any dog. male or female, is hereby 
required to pay the tax and iiueuso 
collector of the city of Jackson, the 
tax Hs herein prescribed, and upon 
such payment he or sho shall receive 
from the said tax aud license collector 
a check or tag provided with a num­ 
ber, the year and the words "malo” 
or "female” (or some mark, signify­ 
ing the same), arid so designed as to 
be readily affixed to a strap or dog 
collar, which said check shall lie 
affixed hy the party procuring the 
same to such stiap or dog collar, and 
securely iastened ab o u t the neck of 
such dog. 
Section 3. The city clerk shall pro­ 
cure checks or tags as above provid­ 
ed, and shall deliver the same to tfce 
said tax aud license collector, charg­ 
ing him therewith upo n a reoord kept 
for that purpose, au d the said tax 
and licehse collector shall keep an 
accurate record of all license tags 
and checks issued by him, and shall 
make return of the sam o to the city 
clerk on the first of each and every 
mouth; and be shall be credited hy 
the clerk on such record with all 
moneys colleoted by him , aud with all 
license tags or checks returned un­ 
sold by him. , 
Section 4. The poundkeeper of the 
city of Jackson is bereby authorized 
and empowered, au d he is directed 
hereby, to seize and hold each and 
every dog owned, harbored or found 
within the corporate limits of ttu 
city of Jackson, upon which the said 
license tax has not been paid; and 
the said poundkeeper shall seize aud 
hold as above provided, each and 
every dog found w ithin the said city 
unprovided with such liceuse tag oi 
check, as herein provided; and unless 
satisfactory evidence 
he produced 
that such license has in fact been 
paid, he shall proceed to dispose of 
such dog in the m anuer herein pro­ 
vided. 
Section 5. It is hereby made the 
duty of the poundkeeper to notify 
the owner or persou having the o c ­ 
troi (if known to h im ) of any dog 
impounded, within twenty-four hours 
after impounding the same; and when

If, alter duo notification 
or advertisement as above required, 
for a period of five days, no person 
shall have recovered or redeemed the 
same in the manner prescilbed in the 
foregoing section, the poundkeeper 
shall proceed to dispose of such dog 
in the m anner following'. 
The said poundkeeper shall, on 
Monday of each and every week, 
separately expose for sale to the 
highest bidder for cash every dog 
then held in his custody upon w hich 
such license tax and charges he re in ­ 
after provided for shall remain u n ­ 
paid ; provided however that no dog 
shall be sold under the provisions of 
this section until after due notifica­ 
tion or advertisement as above r e ­ 
quired, for at least five days. 
At such snle no Did shall bo accept­ 
ed for less than the full am ount of 
the liceuse tax unpaid tugetber with 
an additional fee of one doliar an d a 
tee ot tw enty live cents for every «lay 
that such dog tins remained in the 
custody of such poundkeeper. 
The proceeds of such sale shall be 
applied first, to the payment of the 
said liceuse tax aud the fees as p r o ­ 
vided in the piecediug paragraph, 
aud any balance shall bo paid to the 
owner of such dog if known, and 
where the owner in unknown, it shall 
be paid iuto the cilv treasury, and 
there held for a period of thirty days, 
after which time, if tbe same is not 
claimed, it shall stand forfeit to tbe 
city; provided, however, 
that the 
owner or owners bt any dog so sold 
may, w ithin such period, claim the 
amount of suob bataneo so held, and 
upon satisfactory proof of his or her 
claim, the said amount shall bo paid 
to the persou advaucing and proving 
said claim. 
If no bid is received at such sale 
sufficient to pay tbe amount of such 
license tax nnd the additional tees 
upon an y dog so exposed tor sale, 
the poundkeeper is empowered and 
directed forthwith to deprive such 
dog of life; aud he shall be entitled 
to recover from the city of Jackson 
Ihe am ount of his tees as prescribed 
therein. 
Section 7. This ordinance shall be 
iu effect, from and after its passage 
and publication.

Section 1. Kvery male citizen over 
twenty-one years ot age mid under 
sixty years of age, found within the 
corporate limits of tb e said city of 
Jackson, during th e time for tbe 
uollection ot street poll taxes for 
the year 1908, excepting all persons 
who were honorably discharged from 
service in the arm y or navy of the 
United States, 
an y time between 
tbe first day of A pril, in the year of 
our Dol'd 1801, and the first day of 
May, in the year of our Lord, 1865. 
shall pay the marshal and license 
collector of the said city of Jackson, 
or his agent, an an nual street poll 
tax iu the sum of two (82) dollars, 
lawful money of th e United States, 
and every such person not exempt as 
above set foith, w ithin the ooiporate 
limits of the said city of Jackson, 
who has not paid » street or road poll 
tax for tbe said year 1908 to nny other 
person or authority legally empower­ 
ed to collect such a tax, must pay 
the said amount of street poll tax so 
levied. 
¡Section 2. The city clerk must 
cause to be printed two dollar blank 
street poll tax receipts, in book form, 
with stubs niimbored the same as the 
receipts, of one 
hundred in each 
hook, a sufficient n u m b er for the use 
of tbe marshal and liceuse colleotor. 
The stubs shall have a line for tbe 
name of tbe poll tux payer, his age, 
aud occupation. T h e city clerk must 
number and sign said blanks, deliver 
them to the m arshal 
and license 
collector, and charge him therewith. 
Section 3 The m arshal and license 
colleotor shall at th e expiration of 
each month pay all street poll taxes 
collected by him to the city trea­ 
surer, and shall on th e first Thursday 
of August after the levy of said street 
poll tax, return to the city clerk all 
tax receipts received by bim and not 
used-, and pay to the city treasurer 
the total Hniount collected and not 
paid in, and must m ake final settle­ 
ment with the city clerk and the city 
treasurer, and the city clerk must 
seal up all unused tax receipts and 
deposit tbeu with the city treasurer 
who shall keep them iu bis office. 
Section 4. And tb e said marshal and 
liceuse collector m u st demand pay­ 
ment of said street poll tax of every 
person liable therefor, and on tbe ne­ 
glect or refusal ot such person to pay 
the same must collect by seizure and 
sale of any personal property owned 
by such person. 
Section 5. Tbe sale may be made 
after three hours’ verbal notice of tbe 
titne and plRce or such sale. The sale 
must be made at p ub lic auction, and 
ot sufficient am ount of property to 
pay the tax. All excess over taxes 
must he returned to the owner of the 


property sold, and until claimed must, 
be deposited in the city treasury. 
Section fi. Every person Indebted to 
ono who neglects or refuses, after d e­ 
mand to pay a poll tax,becomes liable 
therefor, and mnat pay the sam e for 
such other preson after service upon 
him by the marshnl and license col­ 
lector of a notice in writing stating 
the nam e of such person. 
Section 7. This ordinance shall be 
in effect, from and after Its passage 
nnd publication.

An Ordinance for the pur­ 
pose of prohibiting certain 
encroachments on 
the 
public streets of th e city 
of Jackson, State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
I The Hoard of Trustees of th e city of 
Jackson do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be 
unlawful 
aud a misdemeanor for any person to 
construct after the first day of F eb ru­ 
ary, A. D. 1908, or to suffer to re- 
maiu, after the first day of February, 
1908, on premises belonging to him, 
or u n d e r his possession or control 
auy bow, or other window, projecting 
into or over any sidewalk from the 
first story of any building on said 
premises, within tho corporate limits 
of the said city of Jackson. 
Section 2. Any person or persons 
violating any of tbe provisions of this 
ordinance shall be guilty of a m isde­ 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine ot not 
more than One Hundred Dollars, or 
by imprisonment of not m ore than 
one m onth.
